Public sentiment-and the Judiciary. 
Upon the part of the press, upon 
occasion—that is to say, whenever 
the necessity seems to arise—there are a 
great many involuntary, but vague ap- 
peals to public sentiment supposed to be- 
already in existence. When this is not 
the case, there isa vigorous demand in | 
favor of the creation of an active public 
sentiment. Especially is this the case in 
the south and in Georgia whenever there 
is any emergency that seems to call for 
special energy on the part of those whose 
duty it is to administer the laws. These 
demands, however vague they may be, 
are based on the knowledge that some- 
thing more powerful than the mere me- 
chanical execution of the law, is necessa- 
ry to cure certain evils which threaten 
the safety of the community or tend to 
demoralize society. It is easy enough, 
for instance, for the law to deal with a 
ruffian who has been indicted by a grand 
jury for carrying concealed weapons, but 
the prothpt execution of the law in this 
particular case, nor in ten particular 
cases, does not operate even remotely to 
remedy the evil.’ The tolerance of the 
community and the attitude of society per- 
mit the violation of the law. This is an 
instance in which public sentiment is 
more powerful than the statutes. So 
with the crime. of dueling. A ‘vicious 
idea prevails that there is something like 
courage or chivalry in formai assassina- 
tion. The result is that in spite of the 
law ruffianism is made genteel, and by 
so much is society demoralized and the 
lives of citizens endangered. When so- 
ciety shall outlaw ruffianism; when pub- 
lic sentiment shall aid the spirit and in- 


se 


tN 


those who willfully violate the statutes 
which have been devised for the protec- 
tion of society, then, and not till then, 
will ruffianism cease to lay claims to re- 
spectability. 

In the absence of any such public sen- | , 
c 
gradual development, the protection of 
society may be safely left to the judi- 
ciary. No state in the union is more 
fortunate in this respect. Ruflianism 
can make little headway when it is con- 
fronted by such judges as Herschel 
v. Johnson, George Hillyer, 
George Lester, Lawson, Pot- 
tle, and the other gentlemen 
who are charged with the grave respon- 
sibilities which rest upon the bench. 
They have already done much, but they 
can do more. They can spur grand 
juries to an energetic performance of 
their duty, and thus inevitably lead the 
state to a higher civilization. 

The power and influence of the jadi- 
ciary have been most signally illustrated 
in Atlanta since the war in the person of 
Judge John L. Hopkins. He came tothe 
bench when almost every community 
interest of the people was prostrate. 
Society was disorganized, crime and ruf- 
fianism were rampant, and utter demor- 
alization seemed to prevail. In sucha 
period and amid such surroundings 
Judge Hopkins took his seat upon the 
bench, and although he spoke ina tone 
scarcely above a whisper his voice was 
heard from one end of the south to the 
other. He brought order out of chaos. 
Through him the machinery of the law 
became ponderous—a vast, noiseless en- 
gine, always in motion and always 
clearing away the wrecks of dis- 
order and demoralization left by 
the war. The iron hand of justice used 
both sword and flail; not blindly, but 
wherever crime showed its head—wher- 
ever disorderglifted up its voice. Judge 
Hopkins has been called a severe judge; 
he was the most merciful judge that ever 
sat upon the bench—merciful to society, 
merciful to the state, merciful to all the 
vast interests which depend for their 
promotion upon law and order. His in- 
fluence was felt throughout the state— 
his example was potent. He strength- 
ened other judges and red confi- 
dence. It has falle ithe lot of no 
living man.to be able to accomplish for 
Georgia what Judge. Hopkins accom- 
plished. He came to the bench in an 
emergency, but he was prepared for it; 
the man and the opportunity met. 

Perhaps these allusions to Judge Hop- 
kins trend upon invidiousness, but we 
have alluded te his labors upon the bench 
in order to show how powerful for good 
the judiciary may be, and to satisfy the 
impatience of those who are awaiting the 
development of-a public sentiment of 
sufficient strength and volume to drive 
out of society the last vestige of ruffian- 
ism and barbarism. It is possible for an 
active and alert judiciary to anticipate 
the necessities instead of supplementing 
the demands of society in this matter, 
and in this direction the example of 
Judge Hopkins is a most hopeful-one.

four kilometers shorter than by the Simp- 
lon route The location of the tunnel is a 
point which has give- rise to various opin- 
ions, but that which meets with special fa- 
vor from the advocates of the enterprise is 
from Chamounix to Conrmayeur.
